The U. S. assistant attorney gen- 
eral for civil rights in the Justice 
©epartment has resigned and John 
Doar, also of that division, will re- 
place him. 

Burke Marshall explained to Presi- 
dent Johnson that he had indicated 
to the late President Kennedy that 
he would be withdrawing after a 
time. President Johnson accepted the 
resignation with expression of grati- 
tude for Marshall's services. 

Whether the resignation in any way 
has any hearing on a successor to 
Robert Kennedy remains very uncer- 
tain. Nicholas deBelleville Katzenbach 
is currently acting attorney general, 
having been Mr. Kennedy's deputy. 
There is some feeling that Mr. John- 
son may want someone in Justice who 
>has not been as close to Robert Ken- 
nedy as was Mr. Katzenbach. 

Mr. Marshall's resignation will re- 
move from the department one of its 
studious attorneys, a personally gentle 
>and restrained man of integrity. 

Marshall had been in the South 
often. He had been in Birmingham 
on a number of occasions. He came 
quietly, he stayed out of print for the 
most part, and when he saw Birming- 
ham citizens to discuss our problems 
with them, he sought consistently to 
be helpful, to be understanding. He 
did a great deal of listening. Indeed, 
watching him, and hearing the few 
things he did say from time to time, 
it was difficult to envisage this re- 
Imarkably young-looking assistant at- 
torney general in a position of great 
^influence. Yet his mind reflected a 
'brilliant precision. 

\ It isour ssgsamption, from observa- 
tions, that Burke Marshall was a gen- 



uine factor for understanding of the 
| South within the Justice Department. 

Here in the Deep South it may 
seem strange to some to be "saying a 
good word" for the man who headed 
Ithe civil rights division of the Justice 
(Department. But Burke Marshall was 
never a trampler, he always tried to 
understand difficulties "on the 
' scene," and by temperament he was 
and is a healer. 

We mean it to be no inconsiderable 
tribute to say that, though this man 
Marshall was often involved in im- 
plementing laws and decisions very 
distasteful to a Southern majority, 
he personally earned the respect of 
those with whom we know he came 
into contact.

S. A. ANDRETTA, Assistant Attorney General for 
Administration, United States Department of Justice, related 
JOHN MICHAEL, ANDREW DOAR, appointee, has been known to him 
as a close associate since 1960, and furnished the following 
information concerning him: 

He described him as being an outstanding lawyer who 
has accomplished much in the civil rights field. He commented 
favorably regarding his patriotism, personal morals, and 
associates. Appointee does not respect rules and regulations 
and is constantly attempting to waive existing rules for the 
sake of expediency. He makes unreasonable demands and is 
Obnoxious, autocratic, and tyrannical in his approach. He is 
demanding and intolerant, and is considered a "slave driver" 
as he drives his subordinates with extreme zeal. He cannot 
delegate authority and tries to personally perform much of the 
work as well as handle supervisory assignments. He has 
difficulty getting along with subordinates because of the above 
traits.' He is self -centered and frequently shows no consideration 
for others. Some of his approaches to problems seem impractical 
and he frequently shows lack of administrative ability. As an 
example, the long distance telephone expense in the Civil Rights 
Division averages $600 to $700 per week which, on its face, is 
excessive and reflects lack of administrative control by 
appointee over his field operations. Some individual long 
distance calls have lasted longer than 90 minutes at one time. 
Previously, the attorneys under appointee, when traveling in the 
South, would' rent air conditioned cars and charge the expense 
to the Department of Justice. He later ascertained that other 
personnel of the Department of Justice, such as FBI, United 
States Attorneys, and United States Marshals do not utilize 
air conditioned vehicles on official business and he there- 
after put a stop to this practice as expensive and unnecessary. 
Appointee disagreed to this change in procedure but eventually 
adhered to this new rule. Appointee, apparently because of 
his zeal for his work, frequently sets extremely short and 
arbitrary deadlines for the handling of their work. He has 
heard from an unrecalled source that this has caused ill" 
feelings on the part of Assistant United States Attorneys and 
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others who are called upon to perform duties for his division, 
but he has no personal knowledge of this. On a prior occasion, 
a Civil Rights attorney in the field rented a car while down 
South and charged it to the Department of Justice, The 
attorney later allowed MARTINS LUTHER KING to drive the rental 
auto on KING'S personal business and this fact was subsequently 
reported to the press. The attorney was either fired or 
allowed to resign but considerable embarrassment was caused 
by this incident. This also showed lack of administrative 
control over field personnel in the Civil Rights Division by 
appointee* He also feels Civil Rights personnel have 
utilized excessive travel on official business, adding 
appointee does not have an awareness of cost and expenses, 
and does not effectively utilize manpower and resources. 
Since he does not feel appointee has sufficient administrative 
ability, he stated At would be a "colossal mistake" to place 
him in charge of the Civil Rights Division so long as 
appointee plans to personally handle administrative matters 
and details* If appointee divorced himself from administrative 
matters and allowed someone else to handle these details, 
he felt it was conceivable that appointee might work out in 
a high post of responsibility.

On January 6, I965, HARTWELL DAVIS, 2216 Allendale 
Place, former United States Attorney for the Middle District 
of Alabama, advised Special Agent SPENCER H. ROBB that he had 
some association with DOAR for a period from about 1959 to 
1962 when he was United States Attorney , During this time 
DOAR handled several assignments 1 for the Civil Rights Division 
in the Middle District of Alabama and always exhibited an 
overbearing attitude „ He seemed to fee.1 that no work other 
than that of the Civil Rights Division mattered and all other 
matters, no matter what their importance, should be shunted 
aside for the handling of his work. DAVIS stated that DOAR 
had the attitude that the entire United States Attorney's 
Office should be subverted to his desires and constantly 
created unpleasant conditions in the office by assigning work 
and giving orders to the stenographers without clearing with 
him, DAVTS, to determine if the stenographers were free to 
handle this work. 
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DAVIS continued that DOAR seemed to nave the attitude 
that only he, DOAR, and his assistants were accomplishing 
their duty and that all other attorneys associated with the 
Justice Department in the Montgomery area were shirking their 
duties. DAVIS stated that DOAR is not without ability and is 
diligent in the pursuit of his work. He stated that he would 
neither recommend for or against DOAR's appointment as Assistant 
Attorney General since he has seen in the newspaper that 
DOAR has already been appointed to this position. 

On January 6, 1965, IRA DeMENT, 139 Mount Vernon 
Drive, former Assistant United States Attorney for the Middle 
District of Alabama, advised that he knew DOAR slightly during 
a period from approximately i960 to 1961 during which time he, 
DeMENT, was Assistant United States Attorney. He stated that 
he had very little personal contact with DOAR but from his 
observation he found DOAR to be an attorney of exceptional 
ability. In his opinion DOAR was too blunt and direct in his 
dealings with people and exhibited very little personality 
but as far as he knows DOAR did an outstanding 30b in 
Montgomery. He stated that he personally has no ill feelings 
towards DOAR and believes he is as good a man as could be 
found as Assistant Attorney General in the Civil Rights 
Division.

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On January 5, 1965, Mr. BARRY I. FREDERICKS, 
Assistant United States Attor ney. Department of Justice. 
Washington, D. C, advised SA | I that 



DOAR had been his supervisor when both had been employed 
in the Civil Rights Division at the Department of Justice 
in 1961-62. FREDERICKS said DOAR is a personable individual 
and works extremely hard. He is very intelligent and 
FREDERICKS believes that DOAR would be an asset in the 
Federal Government if properly used. FREDERICKS stated 
that he left the Civil Rights Division because DOAR did not 
wake full use of FREDERICKS* ability, FREDERICKS said 
DOAR has a tendency to run a "one-man show," and he has 
great difficulty in delegating authority to persons who 
are equally competent. FREDERICKS said he had the feeling 
that others in the Civil Rights Division, at that time, 
were as interested in and as capable as DOAR, but they were 
not given an opportunity to do their job. FREDERICKS 
felt that if DOAR were concerned with formulation of overall 
general policy., he would be very good; however, when it 
came to implementing that policy, DOAR did not use his staff 
well.

The following investigation was conducted by SA 
SAMUEL E. VIRDEN, II, on January 6, 1965. 

Mr. ROBERT E. HAUBERG, United States Attorney, 
Southern District of Mississippi, advised that he had know 
Mr. JOHN DOAR for about three or four years in connection with 
Mr. DOAR's appearances in the Southern District of Mississippi 
relative to his participation in Civil Rights matters. 

Mr. HAUBERG said he had no social contacts with DOAR 
other than possibly eating a meal with him on one or two 
occasions, HAUBERG said he knew nothing of DOAR's personal 
life. 

HAUBERG said that he considered, from his observation ■ 
of DOAR, that DOAR was very able and experienced, a good trial 
lawyer, a good court room tactician, aggressive and tactful. 
HAUBERG said that most of DOAR's appearances in the Southern 
District of Mississippi were of an emergency nature and many 
times required extra work and activity on the part of personnel 
in the United States Attorney's Office, HAUBERG said that DOAR 
concentrates on the matters he is handling and has his cases 
planned and organized so well that side issues and matters do not 
present any problem to him. HAUBERG said that DOAR did expect 
the United States Attorney's Office Staff to assist him in every 
way possible and this some times created a hardship on the office 
as his personnel were taken from their regular duties. HAUBERG 
said that he maintained contact with DOAR and his, HAUBERG' s 
assistants did not have much contact with DOAR. 

HAUBERG said that in his opinion DOAR was dedicated 
to his job and while interested in getting the job done, he was 
courteous to the United States Attorney as well as the personnel 
in the United States Attorney's Office. HAUBERG said that DOAR 
was businesslike at all times. 
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HAUBERG said that he felt like DOAR was a man of 
excellent character but he had no information as to his loyalty 
to the United States, though he had never head him make any 
statements which would create doubt on this point. HAUBERG 
said he did not know of any associates of DOAR other than the 
Assistants he had working with him. 

HAUBERG said that he personally could talk to DOAR more 
satisfactorily than to many of DOAR's assistants and that DOAR 
could be reasoned with when some question arose in matters in 
which he was involved. 

HAUBERG said he felt that DOAR would be well qualified 
for a high position in the Department of Justice and he would 
recommend him favorably for such a position. He said that DOAR 
has always been courteous to he and his staff and has cooperated 
with his office and has been a big help to the office of the 
United States Attorney. 

AT OXFORD, MISSISSIPPI: 

The following investigation was conducted by SA ROBIN 

0. GOTTEN: 

United States Attorney H, M. RAY, Oxford, Mississippi, 
advised on January 6, 1965, that he has known Mr. DOAR several 
years and has been closely associated with him during the desegre- 
gation at the University of Mississippi as well as other matters 
pertaining to Civil Rights. Mr. RAY stated that in his opinion 
Mr. DOAR has "done a good job under trying circumstances" con- 
cerning Civil Rights work in Mississippi. He described him as 
a "Self-assured person, extremely cordial and he is a qualified 
and outstanding lawyer," He also advised that in his opinion 
Mr. DOAR is "dedicated to the cause of Civil Rights" and 
added that Mr. DOAR's relationship with the office of the United 
States Attorney at Oxford has been cordial. 

Mr. RAY pointed out that his assistants had no parti- 
cular dealing with Mr. DOAR since he, RAY, has handled all Civil 
Rights cases in the Northern District of Mississippi. 

He recommended Mm favorably. 
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United States District Judge CLAUDE F. CLAXTOH, 
Northern District of Mississippi, Oxford, Mississippi, advised 
on January 7, 1965, that Mr. DOAR has appeared in his court 
representing the Government twenty or more times; however, 
Judge CLAYTOM advised he does not personally know Mr. DOAR. 

He advised that in his opinion, Mr. DOAR conducts 
himself in a proper manner and he considers him to be a M com- 
petent, dedicated man" who is well versed in the law. 

He concluded by stating that in his opinion Mr. DOAR 
is well qualified for his recent appointment. 

The following investigation was conducted by SA H. 
BARREN TOOL, JR. 

AT BILOXI, MISSISSIPPI: 

On January 6, 1965, Chief Judge V. HAROLD COS, 
United States District Court, Southern District of Mississippi, 
advised he was acquainted with Departmental Attorney JOHS5 DOiiR 
of the Civil Rights Division, United States Department of 
Justice. He said his association with him had been limited to 
the court room; that he had had no social contact with him. 

Judge COX said he considered DOAR a good lawyer, one 
who pushed his cases for decisions, which was part of his duty. 
He said he was aggressive, punctual, polite to the court and 
deemed loyal to his superiors. The Judge said he considered 
DOAR as a high class person, "a nice person," and said "he is 
alright." 

Judge COX said he did not know the associates DOAR 
may have; that he did not doubt his loyalty or character in any 
respect and that nothing had come to his attention to give reason 
to question his character or loyalty in any way. 
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AT JACKSON , MISSISSIPPI: 

On January 6, 1965, the following investigation 
was conducted by SA SAMUEL E. VIRDEN, II. 

United States District Judge S. C. MIZE, Southern 
District of Mississippi, advised that he knew JOHN DOAR only 
through DOAR's participation in law suits and related matters 
in his, MIZE's court. MIZE said he knew nothing about DOAR 
from a personal standpoint and had not seen him socially. He 
said that his observations of DOAR in his court room were that 
DOAR is a capable lawyer who has his cases well prepared and 
presents them well. Judge MIZE said .that DOAR has a good court- 
room demeanor and believes that he is respected by opposing 
counsel. 

Judge MIZE said he knew of nothing derogatory regarding 
DOAR. He said that he felt that he could recommend DOAR for a 
high position with the Department of Justice as far as his 
observations of DOAR in his court room were concerned. ^ 

Mr. JACK T. STUART, United States Marshal, Southern 
District of Mississippi, advised that he had known Mr. JOHN 
DOAR for several years as a result, of contacts with DOAR when 
DOAR was in the Southern District of Mississippi on Civil Rights 
matters . 

Mr. STUART said he considered DOAR to be a man dedicated 
to the enforcement of the Civil Rights laws and a capable attorney. 
STUART said he has been in the United States District Cburt on 
many occasions while DOAR was handling a matter for the Government 
and DOAR's court room conduct was above reproach. He said that 
DOAR always seemed to have his work prepared and knew what he 
was doing. He said that DOAR's self control was good and he felt 
that DOAR was respected by opposing counsel as to his ability and 
in turn DOAR accorded opposing counsel the proper respect. STUART 
said he has had no social contacts with DOAR but that in his 
business contacts with him, DOAR, has been pleasant and on several 
occasions he has commended STUART and the office staff highly. 
STUART said there have been no major differences between DOAR 
and himself, however, he felt that on some occasions DOAR could 
have expedited the work of the United States Marshal by furnishing 
the United States Marshal with his requests earlier when a short 
deadline existed.

In 1960 we conducted an applicant-type investigation regarding 
Doar, at which time he was an applicant for an attorney position in 
the Department of Justice. The White House, on 12-17-64, requested 
that that investigation be brought up to date. Doar is First Assistant 
to the Attorney General of the Civil Rights Division of the Department 
of Justice. He reportedly will replace Burke Marshall as Assistant 
Attorney ^General of the Civfl. Rights Division. ' " « 

The* 1960 investigation was generally favorable and persons 
interviewed recommended Doar for a position of trust and confidence. 
During the current inquiries S. A. Andretta, Assistant Attorney General 
for Administration, Department of Justice, commented that Doar is an 
outstanding attorney and has accomplished much in the civil rights field. 



He described Doar as being obnoxious, autocratic and tyrannical in 
his approach and makes unreasonable demands of his subordinates. 



Further, gpar is demanding and intolerant and does not respect rules 
and regulations. Also, he does not believe Doar has sufficient 
administrative ability and it would be a "colossal mistake" to 
place Doar in charge of the Civil Rights Division of the Department 
of Justice as long as Doar plans to personally handle administrative 
matters^and details. 

Oilier current and former officials and employees of the 
Department of Justice, including Acting Attorney General Katzenbach, 
former Attorney General Kennedy and former Deputy Attorney General White, 
were interviewed.

In this- connection, it is noted that a number of 
individuals interviewed during the course of this investigation 
commented regarding Doar's overzealousness in connection with 
his handling of cases and personnel . ' < , 

It will be recalled that in June, 1964, Doar was 
selected as one of four Federal career .officials to be awarded 
the 1964 President's Citation for Distinquished Service, the 
highest award for Government career work. On January 12, 1965, 
it was learned from a Departmental official "6n a highly confi- 
dential basis that John W. Macy, Jr., currently the' President '.s 
manpower coordinator, had been the one who had pushed Doar for 
this award.

JtohJliDaar-took it all on Friday. He was in a court- 
room In Montgomery, Ala., where he had prosecuted the 
government case against William Eaton, Collie Leroy 
Wilkins and Eugene Thomas, who had murdered Mrs.
